SLOOP 


UPSETS DURING RACES. 


Henry D. Hatch, principal of the Chicago 
Lawn School, and three guests had a narrow 
escape from drowning yesterday afternoon 
when their yacht, the Black Cat, was cap- 
sized off Seventy-third street. After clinging 
to the-huil of the boat for over half.an hour 
the four men, thoroughly exhausted, were 
rescued by the Jackson Park life-saving 
crew. 
The resche was the second achieved by 
these life savers in two days, the crew of 


their sloop had upset on Saturday afternoon.

Thousands Witness Accident. 

The overturning of the Black Cat and the 
struggle of the crew in the water took place 
im full view of thousands of men and women 
who had sought coolness and comfort along 
the’ shore at the park and at Manhattan 

The yacht, which was recently bought by 
Principa¥ Hatch, had gone out in the fore- 
noon, and had been beating back and forth 
off the park for several hours. It was headed 
for the Hyde Park crib when the approach 
of the thunder-storm was noticed. 

Principal Hatch ordered Posanakie, who 
was sailing the craft, to turn for shore, and 
the yacht was running with sheets well in 
when ‘struck by the squall. Mr. Hatch af- 
firms that he then ordered Posanakie to slack 
off the sheets, but that it was not done. The 
big, broad pumpkin seed’ heeled slowly 
over until it had reached such an angle that 
the ballast shifted down to the lee side. 
Then with a last plunge the yacht went on 
its beam ends, throwing all on board and 
the ballast into the water. 


Caught in Sheet, Nearly Drowns. 

For Posanakie that was nearly his last 
yachting episode. His foot caught in the 
sheet and his leg in the tiller, and he was 
unable to hold himself above the surface. 
His friends, who had secured hold on the cat- 
boat, went to his rescue and extricated him. 
All managed to perch on the hull, which, on 
account of its great width, floated high in 
the water. There they waited for rescuers. 
Th were three miles off Seventy-third 
street, and the life saving station is at Six- 
tieth street. 

As to who first discovered their plight 
there are two stories.- The lookout at the 
life saving station says he saw the boat go 
over when the thunder squall burst over the 
lake and gave the alarm. The police of the’ 
Woodlawn Station declare, however, that 
the imperiled sailors were noticed, first by a 
swimmer at Manhattan Beach who had 
climbed up a tower to dive. He gave the 
alarm and word was telephoned to the police. 

The patrol wagon then was started for the 
life saving station in a hurry, causing much 
excitement in Jackson Park. 


Life Boat to the Rescue. 


However they learned it, the life savers 
lost no time once they knew the Black Cat 
had gone over. The surf boat slid down the 
way, the crew jumped aboard, Captain An- 
dres took the steering sweep, and cheered 
by several hundred spectators who stood 
out in the rain to watch, they rowed swiftly 
awhy. Within twenty-five minutes they had 
the four men safely in the boat, and were 
towing the Black Cat to the shore, 

At Manhattan Beach the excitement was 
intense. Not until the life boat returned was 
it known whether any had been drowned, 
and when the bedraggled passengers and the 
capsized tow came in sheiter of the pier there 
was an anxious and curious crowd to meet 
them. They were cheered, the life savers 
were cheered, and then the police. In their 
excitement the crowd forgot the rain. 


_ Mr. Hatch Is Surprised. 
Principal Hatch expressed himself as more 


surprised than injured. ‘‘ I never was more | 
surprised in my life,” saidhe, “* Why, many | 


a time I have been sailing in that boat, and 
had out all its sail and not been upset. To- 
day I had two reefs tied in the sail, and it 
went over. It's strange.” 

Ther@ were many rowboats and small sail- 
ing craft on the lake all morning, but when 
the black clouds began to pile up in the south- 
west there was a rush for shelter. When the 
first thunder gust did come there were sev- 
eral boats some distance out in the lake, but 
they made the harbor without difficulty. 
Several rowboats, too, were closely watched 
from the life saving station, but did not need 
assistance. The storm, however,‘ kept the 
various rescue crews from Evanston to South 
Chicago on the alert all day.

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DROWNS BEFORE HIS WIFE 


WALTER BRYCE HUTTON DIES AT 
SOUTH HAVEN, MICH. 


Auditor of Illinois Steel Company’s 
North Side Plant Loses Life While 
Bathing at Sleepy Hollow Beach 
and in Presence of Friends and 
Relatives—John Zafraliac Rescued 
by Government Crew After Three 
Minutes’ Submersion in Water, 


Walter Bryce Hutton of Chicago was 
drowned at South Haven, Mich., yesterday 
afternoon almost within reach of scores of 
bathers. and while hundreds of people, his 
wife and family among them, sat on the 
beach and laughed at the antics of the swim- 
mers. 

A short time later Charles Bloom, also of 
Chicago, nearly lost his life at the same 
resort. In trying to rescue Bloom A. H. 
Fineron was’nearly drowned. Both men were 
taken from the water unconscious and re- 
vived with difficulty. 

Mr. Hutton went in bathing with his 
brother-in-law, Charles O’Hara of &. Louis, 
early in the afternoon. He was an expert 
swimmer, and after splashing around in the 
shallow water where the majority of the 
bathers were, struck out into the lake. , 


Wife Misses Husband. 


Mrs. Hutton was on the shore and watched 
him for some time. Something attracted her 
attention, however, and when she looked 
again her husband had disappeared. Many 
| swimmers were near, however, and she had 
no thought of danger, believing he was lost 
in the crowd. | 

Twenty minutes passed and Mr. Hutton 
did not appear. Then his wife gave the 
alarm. A dozen swimmers took up the 
search and-the life savers were called, but 
the body could not be found. 

Last evening the widew and friends re- 
turned to Chicago. Mr. Hutton was auditor 
of the Illinois Steel company’s North Side 
plant, and resided at 286 East Sixty-fifth 
place. He was 34 years old and left, besides 
the widow, a 3-year-old son. 


Revive Apparently Dead Man. 

Taken from the bottom of the lake ap- 
parently dead,,John Zafraliac, 375 Chicago 
avenue, owes his life to the promptness and 
energy of the life-saving crew at the mouth 
of the river. After fifteen minutes’ hard 
work Zafraliac was made to breathe again, 
and it was three hours before he was revived 
sufficiently to be removed to his home. 
*Zafraliac went to the end of the south 
pier, near the life-saving station, yesterday 
morning, and, though he could not swim, 
jumped into the lake. A man on the pier 
extended him a fghing rod. This he grasped, 
but it broke, and he disappeared below the 
surface. The life crew hurried to the scene 
and Surfman William Troy dived for Zafra- 
Mac, but could not find him. Then the crew 
used a grappling hook and brought Zafra- 
liac to the surface after he had been down 
three minutes in nineteen feet of water.

Two Boy Bathers Drown. 

With two men in a rowboat a short dis- 
tance away, and others in the immediate 
vicinity, besides his two companions, who 
were too frightened to lend him assistance, 
Fred Rankin, 6316 Ingleside avenue, was 
drowned in the lake at the foot of Sixty- 
eighth street Saturday evening. Fred, as 
well as his two friends, Walter and Arthur 
Weydell, sons of F. O. Weydell, 6455 Lexing- 
ton avenue, was unable to swim. Close to 
the spot where the boy met his death were 
also two men at work on the pier building 
a boat. They, as well as the two persons in 
the boat, were warned of the youths’ peril, 
but through fear or believing his cries for help 
were not in earnest, they did not act quick- 
ly enough to be of aid. The body was in the 
water twenty-five minutes before it was 
discovered and taken to McNelil’s undertak- 
ing rooms at 624 West Sixty-sixth street.

SOLDIER CLAIMS A BRIDE 


YOUTH WILL TAKE FRIEND'S 
PLACE AT A WEDDING. 


Frank Hicks, Who Fought in the 
Transvaal to Win Health and Viola 
Porter, Returns from the Dead and 
Will Marry the Girl on the Date Set 
for Her to Become the Wife of An- 
other — Disappointed Suitor to Be 
Best Man. | | 


Providence, R. I., July 28.—[Special.]—The 
return from the dead of Frank Leontine 
Hicks, a soldier for love in the Transvaal, 
has materially changed the program for the 
wedding on Aug. 12 of Miss Viola Porter and 
Thomas D. Windsor of Rockland. 

The wedding will take place at the sched- 
uled time, but Hicks, who has just returned 
from south Africa, will be the bridegroom 
instead of Windsor, who has accepted the 
position of best man. David Broadley, who ' 
was to have been best man, takes the place 
of chief usher. 

This extraordinary matrimonial shuffle is 
the result of a promise on the part of the 
bride’s father, made to Hicks. 


Ill Health the Barrier. 


Three years ago Frank Hicks was a clerk 
in the office of the Pennsylvania railway. 
company at Pittsburg, Pa. The smoke of 
the city affected his lungs, and he came to 
Rhode Island in search of health, obtaining 
employment as a shipping clerk., Here he 
met Miss Porter, and soon they were en- 
gaged. The girl’s father, however, objected 
to the match, and would not allow his daugh- 
ter to risk her future with a husband whose 
early death might be expected. The young 
people were not to be balked, and they were 
making arrangements for a clandestine mar- 
riage, when the plan was discovered, and the 
young woman was sent away to St, Louis to 
live with her aunt. 

Hicks’ earnestness so impressed the father 
that he consented to give the boy a chahce. 
| The war with Spain was on, and Hicks was 

told that if he would enlist and could endure 
a campaign his survival would be regarded 
as a clean bill of health. 

The next day the young lover presented 
himself at the recruiting office in this city. 
He passed the preliminary examination and 
Was sent to the camp of instruction at Quon- 
sett Point. There the medical examiners re- 
jected him. His prospective father-in-law 
was confirmed in the wisdom of his course. 


Looks to South Africa. 

The Boer war broke out, and Hicks went 
once more to Mr. Porter. 

** May I have Viola if I go through a cam- 
paign in the Transvaal?” he asked. 

The old man made quick reply. 

“If you can undergo the hardships of sol- 
diering out there you can stand anything,” 
said he. ‘* My promise shall hold good.”’ 

Before Hicks started on his journey across 
the world he was permitted to see his fiancée. 
At the old homestead in Rockland they re- 
newed their troth, and to the land of the 
burghers Hicks made his way. Enlisting 
with the Boers he developed into a stalwart 
fellow before he had been six weeks chasing 
the British over the hills. Then he was 
taken prisoner and sent to St. Helena with 
Cronje’s band. It was supposed here that 
he had been killed, when month after month 
passed without word from him. . 


Another Asks Girl’s Hand, 


*Time passed new suitor appeared in: 
the person of Windsor, who had been the inti- 
mate friend of the Hicks. He, too, had been 
a soldier, having served with the regulars. 
in the Philippines. Finally the girl gave him 
permission to speak to her father, but Porter 
would not consent to the marriage until more 
time had been given for the absent Hicks 
to return. 

“I gave that boy my solemn word,” he 
said, ‘and I would like some positive proof 
of his death before I give Viola to another.” 

But no word came, and fmally the ar- 
rangements for the wedding were made. 
The usual invitations were isued and prepar- 
ations for a journey to St. Louts were begun. 
Last Thursday evening Windsor and his 
prospective bride were sitting on the piazza 
talking of Hicks when the wanderer ap- 
peared. 

Porter summoned Windsor to him and 
called his attention to the agrement touching 
the return of Hicks, who he said had a 
prior right to his daughter's hand. Windsor 
rejoicing at his friend's escape from death, 
declared that although it broke his heart 
to lose the girl, he was confident that her 
happiness would be greater with Hicks. 
Then he voluntarily offered to be second best 
man at the wedding. A supplementary in- 
vitation was sent out to those invited, giving 
an explanation of the change of bridegrooms. 


Tried as a Deserter. 

The fortunes of Hicks after he fell into 
the hands of the British wére dramatic. He 
was charged with being a deserter from 
the English army and was taken before a 
military tribunal, where he was identified 
by a sergeant of the line as having deserted 
at Lyndburg a year before. 

The pride that Hicks manifested in telling 
how he became a soldier for love convinced 
the tribunal that he was what he represented 
himself to be, and he was sent back to prison. 
While at §t. Helena Hicks wrote a letter to 
Lord Roberts, telling him how much depend- 
ed on him to return to claim his bride. Lord 
Roberts gave orders for the prisoner to be 
brought baek to the Cape in the next vessel 
touching there. 

The erder was sent, but for some reason it 
‘was not acted upon. Lord Roberts returned 
from England and Lord Kitchener com- 
manded in his stead. 

To Kitchener Hicks wrote a similar letter, 
and it touched the heart of the grim soldier 
of the Soudan. He was reminded by a stay 
officer of Lord Roberts’ intentions, and , 
short time after the officer in command at 
St. Helena was directed to release Hicks and 
send him to England as early as possible, on 
his agreeing not to take up arms against 
the English during the war,-...-. .

‘Salt Lake, Utah, July 28.—[Special.J— 
Thomas F. Schley, Captain of the regular 
army and son of Rear Admiral Schley, passed 
through Salt Lake today and declared that 
sensational evidence would be introduced to 
clear his father of the charges that have led 
to the official inquiry. ; 
Among other things, Captain Schley told 
of a letter from Rear Admiral Sampson 
which directed him to remain off Cienfuegos. 
This letter, he said, had been suppressed. 


Would Spare Nobody. 
~“T have just written to my father,” said 
Captain Schley, “that I thought he ought 
to spare nobody and that he should withhold 
none of the facts in his possession about Ad- 
miral Sampson or anybody else. 

*“‘ When the court of inquiry meets I would 
like to have the privilege of asking Admiral 
Sampson just one question, ‘ If the battle of 
Santiago had resulted. in defeat, to whom 
would the blame be attached?’ This, I 
think, tells the situation in a nutshell. If 
Admiral Schley had lost the battle he would 
have been blamed... He won it, and he should 
have the credit. 

“ The accusations that are made are ridic- 
ulous when they are investigated. Take, for 
example, the charge of disobedience of orders 
in May, An attempt has been made to 
saddie the responsibility on my father. The 
fact is that he has a letter from Admiral 
Sampson telling him to do exactly what he 
did, and this letter will be produced at the in- 
quiry. At that time he was maintaining the 
blockade off Cienfuegos. Secretary Long 
wired Admiral Sampson, strongly advising 
that the blockade fleet go to Santiago, in the 
hope of finding the Spanish fleet there.

Fort Worth, Tex., July 28.—[Special.]—The 
United States authorities are about to také 
vigorous measures to stop the importation 
into this country of Chinamen through Port 
Nogales, on the Mexicanline. ~ | 
‘The Orientals thus smuggled into the United 
States are slaves who arrive in Mexico from 
China either by way of Guaymas or San 
Francisco, traveling in bond through this 
country after landing at San Francisco. 

Just across the line is an Oriental colony, 
in which the Chinese are drilled in Mexican 
ways. and disguised in Mexican costumes, to 
the end that they may successfully run the 
gantilet of line riders. 

These coolies are handled by a well organ- 
ized band of slave dealers, of whom Sing Lee, 
a Chinese, is said to be the chief. If the 
Orientals are successfully smuggled across 
the line they live for several months, as a 
rule, in colonies established for thet pur- 
pose in Arizona, and are finally furnished 
with tickets for San Francisco, where they 
slowly work out the price of importation. 

The government agents and line riders 
+ along the southern boundaries of this coun- 
try have found themselves unable to cope 
with the smuggling situation, and United 
States Marshal M. H. McCord and William 
Hoey, Collector of Customs at Port Nogales, 
have piaced the matter before the author- 
ities at Washington, who have decided upon 
‘prompt and decisive action.

POPE TAKES SURE COURSE 


ADOPTS PRUDENT POLICY TO- 
WARD FRENCH NATION. 


In His Letter Following the Adoption 
of the Associations Bills He Neither 
Abandons the Religious Orders Nor 
Breaks Entirely with France—Again 
Calls Attention te the Unmovable 
Doctrine of Rome—Faces Situation 
in Heroic Spirit. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. 

ROME, July 2.—In his letter to the Gen- 
erals of the religious orders Leo XIII. com- 
bines prudence with the assertion of the 
rights of the congregations. He neither 
abandons the persecuted nor does he break 
with France. The French law against the 
religious orders, though it plungés him in 
grief, does not make him in any way abandon 
his policy. Leo XIII. is perfectly right. A 
tunnel must be gone through; he will ge 
through all the more because the situation 
has.some consoling sides. 

The encyclical on the ralliement asserted 
the immovable doctrine of the church and, at 
the same time, adapted it to the particular 
conditions of France and directed religious. 
activity to the fundamental interests fn the 
church. Lee XIII. ushered in this policy at 
the beginning of his pontificate. 

Here is the religious revival Which the 
Comte de Mun noted in his memorable 
speech on the associations bill. When the 
encyclical was made public the France of 
the academies and of the intellectual 
classes still-felt the anarchy and the 
wounds of “nothingness.” Philosophers, 
writers, novelists, dramatists, soclolo- 
gists, and republicans of all shades 
seemed to sacrifice on the altars of agnos- 
ticism, of dilettanteism, of Romanism. The 
world of letters, the professors of national- 
ism, now more than ever look en free think- 
ing as the cause of the national decadence, 
while in their eyes the union of moral ener- 
gies is needed for the work of rehabilitation. 

How much Leo XIII. has hastened this 
development is shown triumphantly by the 
appearance of affairs in France. Between 
the Royalist who cannot be converted and 
the ruling Jacobinism, the men who believe 
in liberty and the common law feel that they 
are powerless. 

The broadness of the Pope’s views and his 
pathetic appeal to good will have permitted 
independent minds to break away from a 
maleficent policy and to bring about their 
union with the Catholics. It is Rome that 
has filled in the former open abyss; it is she 
that has cast over it the bridge of salvation 
over which all honest hearts, all unfettered 
minds will cross. Lf, thanks to the encyclical 
‘on Christian democracy, men of faith are 
bringing about social concentration, France 
will advance with a proud and free step to-’ 
ward integral freedom. 

The present movement of rehabilitation 
coineldes with the adroit and general cam- 
paign against Freemasonry. It need ‘not 
be disguised that the Dreyfus affair has 
made the task of liberation much more easy, 
but here, too, the proclamations from Rome 
have cleared the field of operations. Once 
outside of Catholic circles, the lodges en- 
joyed complete immunity. Their political] 
influence was looked upon as a silly bugbear. 
At present all free minds denounce them as 
an all-powerful “clericalism” and a na- 
tional leprosy, a fountain that poisons the 
public.

It is also 
to be noted that one of the witnesses de- 
clares that the Boer officers, so far from 
sanctioning the atrocities, did their best to 
prevent them.

Concurrently the Mail prints a letter from

,dispatch, and incidentally hinting that both 
General Kitchener and Mr. Brodrick did 
not tell the truth. The correspUndent reas- 
serts that “‘ the reason for the suppression 
of the truth about Vlakfontein is to disguise 
the character of the ruffilans in the Boer 
ranks, to concililate whom is now the gov- 
ernment’s chief anxiety.” 


Daily Mail Accuses Brodrick.

CARS FILLED, CABLEPARRS 


CLARK STREET LINE BREAKS AT 
AN INOPPORTUNE TIME. - 


Then Rain Begins to Ponr—Break Not | 

' Mended for Over Six Hours—Almost 

the Largest Sunday Traffic Known 
on North Side Being Carried ‘When 
the Accident Occurred—Due to the 
Grip Going Wrong at the Center 
Street Switch, 


While thousands of familes were staking 
their hopes of a Sunday afternoon outing on

patched up and traffic resumed in Clark 
street, between Center street and the river. 

With the exception of a week ago yes- 
terday the Sunday traffie on the North Side 
cable and electric lines was never before 80 
large. The Clark street line was getting 
more than its ordinary share when a north- 
bound car became tangled among the 
switches at Center street, where the Lincoln 
avenue cars branch off. With a snap that 
could be heard nearly a block the wire rope 
parted. Thirty trains loaded with passen- 
gers instantly lay dead, and the rain began to 
pour down, : 

The Wells street cable was uninjured, and 
as fast as possible the traffic was diverted 
to that line. But the congestion of cars at 
the scene of the break became so bad that it 
was over an hour before any but Clybourn 
avenue cars were. seen on the down-town 
loop. Scores of people stood in doorways in 
the business district waiting for their North 
Side cars, and finally were compelled to walk 
to Lake street and take the State street 
electric cars. Cars on the latter line were 
run tor Wells street instead of stopping at 
Clark during the hours of the break. 

Superintendent of Service Henderson hur- 
ried to Center street with a large repair gang 
and plenty of rope, but considerable difficulty 
was experienced in mending the cable. The 
dead cars in Clark street were allowed to 
stand till the break was repaired at 9 o’elock.

BANK LOSES BAG OF: SILVER. 


Commercial National the Victim of An- 
other Theft, $1,000 Disappear- 
ing This Time. 


The Commercial National Bank again has 
been the victim of a mysterious robbery, this 
time a bag containing $1,000 in silver having 
disappeared from one of the counting cages. 
A year ago next month a package containing 
$20,000 of the bank’s money was stolen while 
being sent from Chicago to Burlington. 

A few days ago the bag containing 1,000 
silver dollars was sent to the bank as a part 
of the collections made by the institution 
from the branch offices of the American Ex- 
press company. A large amount of currency 
was being handled that afternoon in the 
counting cages, where twenty clerks were 
busy. To facilitate the work the bag of 
silver was pitched under the counting table, 
to be disposed of later in the day. 

Hour by hour the paper wrappers which the 
clerks tore from packages of money accumu- 
lated on the floor beneath the tables till the 
drift had snowed under the bag of money. 
At 5 p. m. the moneyin the cages was placed 
in the vaults, but the bag of coin was not re- 
membered. 

As the clerks passed out of the doors for 
the night they were inspected as usual by 
Detective Morris, who is certain that the 
bulky bag was not carried out at that time. 
The three negro janitors who came on duty 
at the same hour stated that they found no 
| trace of the package when they swept out 
the bank.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT CIRCULAR | 
ON CONSUMPTION INDORSED. 


Original Copy of Directions for Check- 


ing the Disease Prepared by Dr. 
' Reilly in 1895 and More than 100,000 
Distributed Since Then—Statement 
Made That Tuberculosis Could Be 
Stamped Out in a Generation — In- 
structions to Patients, 


The Chicago Health department circulars 
for checking the spread of consumption re- 
celve indorsement throughout in Professor 
Koch’s methods described last week before 
the British congress tuberculosis. - 

The circular was prepared by Dr. F. W. 
Reilly and published An July, 1896. There 
have been more than 100,000 copies distributed 
throughout the city during the last six years. 
The fourth edition was being revised when 
Dr. Koch was réading his address before the 
congress last week. 

The chief points of the circular are that 
the disease is not hereditary; that it is emi- 
nently curable even without medical treat- 
ment; that it Is highly contagious, and that 
its common and usual mode of propaga- 
tion is by inhalation of the dried bacilli. 


Might Be Stamped Out. 
In the latest edition the measures for pre- 
vention are summarized in the following as- 
sertion: 

“If all expectorations of all consumptives 
were destroyed before they get dry pulmon- 
ary consumption might be stamped out in a 
single generation.”’ 

The circular continues as follows: 

“This is the one practical essential: for 
the restriction of the spread of consumption. 
All else, as to segregation of patients, pla- 
carding, and quarantining of houses, com- 
pulsory notification of cases by physicians, 
and registration by heajth authorities, pro- 
scription of tuberculous meat and milk are 
of minor importance compared with this; 
some’of these measures are repulsive and 
others are wholly impracticable.” 

In his introduction to the fourth edition 
Dr. Reilly points out that, while the prev- 
alence of influenza since 1889 has checked 
the reduction of consumption mortality to 
a marked extent, the influence of grip on 
this disease if Chicago bears no relation to 
its effect on other diseases of the respiratory 
system cr on diseases of the heart and 
kidneys, with which sanitary prevention 
measures have little to do. Thus, during 
the influenza period 1889-1900, the death 
rate of pneumonia increased 68 per cent over 
that of the previous thirty years, that of 
Bright’s disease nearly 85 per cent, of dis- 
eases of the heart and circulatory system 22 
per cent, and of bronchitis more than 8 per 
cent. 

The increase of the consumption death 
rate during the period has been from 15.88 
to 16.41 the 10,000 of population, or only 3.3 
per cent. Instead of being most seriously 
affected, as heretofore and elsewhere in in- 
fluenza epidemics, cotsumption in Chicago 
has been the least affected of all the diseases 
which influenza complicates. In the absence 
of other obvious cause, it is fair to attribute 
some share of this result to the education of 
the public in the means of restricting the 
spread of consumption. 

The Health department believes that the 
most effective measure for eradicating the 
disease lies in instructing all classes of peo- 
ple as to the infectious nature of tuberculo- 
sis and as to the best means of protection. 

Care of Infected Premises. 


Another direction in which the department 
has exercised its functions as a conservator 
of public health is in taking charge of con- 
sumption infected premises, making them 
safe for occupancy. Upon request a medical 
inspector is detailed without charge to ex- 
amine and determine what measures of dis- 
infection are needed. Intending tenants of 
premises that have been occupied by con- 
sumptives are advised to require the produc- 
tion of such a certificate before they enter. 

To the consumptive direct the pamphlet ad- 
dressed advice and instructions that are iden- 
tical with the rules devised by Professor 
Koch. They are in substance that only tre 
sputum is dangerous and that it should be 
burned or emptied into the sewer, where 
sewage germs will destroy the bacilll. Swal- 
lowing the bacilli is dangerous to the patient. 
Patients are further warned to wipe their 
lips with a disinfectant before kissing any 


one, 
Boil Water and Watch Milk. 


Boil all drinking water and watch the qual- 
ity of all milk—that is the advice of the 
Health department during the prevalence of 
typhoid fever. 

To impure milk and water sources is at- 
tributed the increase in the - number of 
typhoid cases. The health officials pro- 
nounced conditions unchanged yesterday. 

This is what is known as the typhoid sea- 
son. All the hospitals throughout the city 
invariably have a number of persons in 
charge suffering from the disease during this 
time of the year. 

During the heated season people drink 
more water and use more milk, and often 
these two liquids are obtained from a dozen 
or more places a day. As a result typhoid 
increases towards the end of a prolonged hot 
spell. 

War will be continued on the dealers who 
sell poor milk or milk that is below the grade 
required by law. While the Health depart- 
ment — control the quality of water 
people drink, its officials are determined that 
dealers who sell milk that is unfit for use 
must be made to live up to the law.

Father Finds Daughter Who Disap- 
peared and Whom He Thought Dead 
Happily Married. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 28.—[{Special,)— 
After a lapse of nine years, during which 
time George T. Edmunds, a merchant of 
Plymouth, believed his daughter dead, he 
has learned her whereabouts. When Sadie 
Edmunds was 18 years old she disappeared 
from her home in Alpena, Mich. Two weeks 
later her mother died, and her father re- 
moved to Plymouth. At the time of her dis- 
appearance the daughter and a traveling 
salesman were married, and she feared to in- 
form her parents. Two weeks ago she 
learned her father’s address. A detective 
was employed, and the father and daughter 
were reunited. The daughter is the wife of 
a wealthy tobacco manufacturer of New Or- 
leans, La.

GIRL STUDENTS. 


University College Trus- 
tees Yote in Favor of 
Coeducation. 


LOWER CLASSES AT FIRST. 


When New Buildings Are Pro- 
vided Whole Course to Re- — 
ceive Women. 


DROP QUARTERLY SYSTEM, 


Two important changes in the policy of 
Rush Medical College were announced by 
President Harper in the University Ree 
ord. The first innovation is the introduc 
tion of coeducation into the medical school. 
Hereafter women will be admitted to the 
freshman and sophomore classes om &n 
equal footing with men. Thesecond change 
is the entire rejection in the medical college 
of the quarterly system upon which the uni- 
versity ls founded. 

The admission of women was decided by the 
concerted action of the trustees of the uni- 
versity and of Rush Medical College, and is 
to take effect at once. When new buildings 
and new facilities are provided, women will 
be admitted also to the later two years of 
the course, conducted at Rush Medical Coel- 
lege proper. At present there is such lack 
of room that it is impossible to throw open 
the doors to them. 


Increasing Demands of Women. 

The change in the medical school has been 
conaidered for a long time, and came to be 
regarded as a necessity because of the in- 
creasing demand of women for medical edu- 
cation. The proportion of women doctors is 
increasing. There is also a demand for medi- 
cal instruction from women who wish te be- 
come trained nurses. 

In announcing the innovation at Rush 
President Harper takes eccasion again to 
commend strongly the system of coeduca- 
tion in universities. 
“ At the date of its organization,” says Dr. 
Harper, “the University of Chicago set the 
stamp of its approval upon the coeducation 
of the sexes in its several departments; and 
ten years of unprecedented success have 
demonstrated the correctness of this coufse. 
If men and women can work together in the 
study of literature, history, general science, 
and art, why can they not do the same in the 
department of medicine? The coeducation of 
the sexes in medicine has been successful 
elsewhere. We shall look to see it no less 
success in Rush Medical College.” 
Quarterly Plan Found Wanting. 

It is admitted by the faculty of Rush 
Medical College that the quarterly system in 
vogue at the university has been a complete 
failure as applied to the medica! school, and 
a return to the old system of occasional 
tests, with a final examination covering the 
entire course, will be made at once. It has, 


the students had great difficulty in passing 
the State medical examinations, for the rea- 
son that much of the earlier work was laid 
away and forgotten as soon as credit was 
received. 

Under the present plan the courses are 
three months in length, with an examina- 
tion at the end of the quarter. If the student 
passes this examination he may not be held 
again responsible for the work. The result 
has been that teachers in the upper classes 
have found a lack of knowledge in the 
primary branches, especially when the pre- 
liminary course has been taken a year or 
more before. 

The new plan will include a final examina- 
tion at the completion of the course on the 
work of the two years previous. These 6x- 
aminations will be held every three months, 
so that students who fail may not have te 
wait a year before getting their degrees. —

commandants at each, and will be sent to 
the War department by Sept. 1, so that Sec- 
retary Root may digest them before com- 
municating his recommendations to. Con- 
gress. 

There is no doubt the army officers are 

practically unanimous in favor of reéstab- 
lishing the canteen, because it has been dem- 
onstrated that its abolition has caused an 
increase in drunkenness among soldiers. In 
addition to this, drinking by the men away 
from the posts serves to bring discregit upon 
the army. 
Before the canteen was abolished practical- 
ly all the army officers reported against 
such action, and they are now convinced that 
their attitude has been justified by events. 
When the Secretary looks over these reports 
he will find, in addition to recommendations 
for the reéstablishment of the canteen, a 
number of references to ‘serious brawls 
which grew out of the legislation of Con- 
gress. 

It would not be surprising if Congress 
should repeal the anti-canteen law, especial- 
ly as many of the temperance organizations 
realize a mistake has been made, and no 
opposition is anticipated from this direction.

in a blanket,*the body was placed in a yawl 
and carried to a landing at the arsenal. 

As the little boat came in shore a young 
girl and two smaller ones stood on the wharf, 
and as the body was being lifted out the 
blanket fell away from the dead man’s face. 
The older girl at once recognized it as that of 
President Lincoln’s assassin. Captain Brown 
asked if she had seen the face and if she 
knew it, to which she responded that she dfd. 
He asked her to say nothing, as it would give 
great trouble should it be known that they 
had Booth’s body in charge. 

Later Commandant Benton, commandant in 
charge of the arsenal, repeated the warning 
not to tell. The body then was carried to the 
old jail, to a room in which ammunition wus 
stored. Then all the ammuntion was re- 
moved, and, under the direct supervision of 
Captain Brown and Commandant Benton, a 
grave was dug. At midnight and by a feeble 
light, with Brown, Benton, Stanton, and two 
or three other members of the Cabinet pres- 
ent, the body of J. Wilkes Booth was lowered 
into the deep grave. 

The ammunition was replaced carefully 
above the new filled grave, ‘the door locked, 
and the key put into the hands of Secretary 
Stanton. 

There the body of the assassin rested until 
removed—no one knows where or when—by 
the Booth family. 

The young girl religiously kept the trust, 
and not until several years after, when she 
married the army officer who vouches for 
this story, did it pass her lips. The discus- 
gion of the trial of Mrs. Surratt now going on 
awakened the story, and it was told for the 
first time. |

just compiled by the Bureau of Statistics. 
The Japanese statistical report has just been 
received here and presents the details of the 
imports and exports of Japan in the calendar 
year of 1900. 

It shows the imports from the United States 
have grown from 6,000,000 yen, about §3,000,- 
000, In 1893 to over 60,000,000 yen ($30,000,- 
000) in 1900, and the United States, which 
stood sixth in rank in list of countries from 
which Japan drew its imports in 1893, is 
now second in the list, being only exceeded 
by Great Britain. . 

In 18938 the imports into Japan from Great 
Britain were valued at 27,820,628 yen; those 
from China 17,005,074 yen; British India, 
8,679,029 yen; Hongkong, 8,268,071 yen; Ger- 
many, 7,318,183 yen; and from the United 
States, 6,002,208 yen. In 1900 the list stood: 
From the United Kingdom, 71,638,219 yen; 
from the United States, 62,761,196 yen; China, 
29,906,740 yen; Germany, 29,199,695 yen; Brit- 
ish India, 23,516,350 yen; Hongkong, 10,659,- 
855 yen; France, 8,005,819 yen; 

1,949,253 yen. 

In 1893 the United States supplied 7 per 
cent; Germany, 9 per cent; and the United 
Kingdom, 32 per cent of the total imports 
into Japan; in 1900 the United States sup- 
plied 21 per cent, Germany 10 per cent, and 
the United Kingdom 25 per cent. Going 
still farther back, it may be said that in 1881 
the United States supplied 6 per cent and 
the United Kingdom 52 per cent of Japan's 
imports, while,as above indicated, the United 
States now supplies 21 per cent and the Unit- 
ed Kingdom 25 per cent.

_| MERCURY TAKES A DROP. 


Precipitation General Through- 
‘out. and in Some Instances 
Is Heavy. 


‘MORE MOISTURE. TO COME. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—[Special.]—The 
great drought that has held the middle West 
in its grasp for weeks, burning up crops and 
destroying humafi and animal life, was 
broken today by rains that were general 
throughout the stricken district. 

With the coming of the rains the tempera- 
ture fell and the death-dealing heat gave way 
to weather that was endurable. In no place 
was the maximum temperature greater than 


100°, and In some instances the mercury | 


dropped to the seventies. ; 

Already reports are recelved from the West 
that much of the crops has been saved. The 
magic touch of the rain has revived even that 
which was supposed to be past saving. Farm- 
ers are preparing to replant vegetables that 
have been withered and dried by the scorch- 
ing sun. 

There is every prospect that the rain will 
continue tomorrow. The forecasters, while 
not making any specific predictions as to the 
effect of the rain on the crops, express the 
opinion that the crops which have not been 
irreparably ruined may be saved. The late 
crops naturally will be helped the most. 


Rain for Stricken Sections. 


The reports show that during the last twen- 
ty-four hours the showers were general in 
the corn belt and were heavy over much of the 
State of Iowa and over the part of the corn 
belt not visited by rains, including Kansas, 
western Nebraska, southern Missourf, and 
Oklahoma, 

For today showers are predicted for the 
corn belt region, except in,its extreme west- 
ern portion and southern Indiana and south- 
ern Ohio, and they will continue generally 
on Tuesday in the Ohio and middle Missis- 
sippi Valleys. 

There also have been showers and thunder- 
storms in the northern tier of States from 
New England to the Dakotas, in northern 
New Mexico, northern Arizona, and southern 
Utah, and on the west gulf coast. 


Rain in Plenty for Kansas. 

Topeka, Kas., July 28.—Copious rains fell 
throughout Kansas today. All along the 
line of the Santa Fé@, far out to the western 
part of the State, there were generous sup- 
plies of moisture. In Topeka nearly two 
inches of rain fell, commencing early in the 
morning and continuing all the afternoon. 
This makes over four inches In the past 
three days for Topeka. Tomorrow the farm- 
ers of the State will begin replanting their 
vegetables, and will plant quantities of 
turnips, kaffir, corn, and sorghum far forage. 
The ground is in an excellent condition for 
these products now, and plenty of rough 
feed for the coming winter is assured. 

Atchison’ Kas., July 
first rain of consequence in over three 
months fell this morning. It lasted two 
hours and was general. The Missouri Pa- 
cific railroad has received reports from all 
its. stations, which extend 300 miles west- 
ward from the Missouri River and north- 
ward into Nebraska, and all except two or 
three report a downpour of from a fourth 
of an inch to two inches. The rain was a 
in most 
places for three or four hours. The parched 
earth absorbed the moisture as fast as it feil. 


Nebraska Gets a Drenching. 

Lincoln, Neb., July 28.—Reports from over 
the State show that the rains that visited 
Nebraska last night and this morning have 
left the corn in many localities in better 
condition than at first thought. The fall of 
rain fanged from half aninch to three inches. 
This, while not of much help to the hay crop, 


will make good fodder in all corn flelds, and 


in many places will make from one-third to 
a full crop of corn. In some localities, how- 
ever, there will be no corn. 


General Rains in Iowa. 

Dubuque, Ia., July 28.—The drought was 
broken by a rainfall of 1,86 inches. Reports 
from points in Iowa west and north show 
that the storm was general, the rain being’ 
especially heavy at Fort Dodge, Manson, 
and Ackley. The highest temperature today 
was 87,1°. 
Marshalltown, Ia., July 28.—[{Special.]— 
Since midnight on Saturday one and seven- 
tenths inches of rain has fallen here, and 
there is prospect for more. The rain came 
in quiet, steady showers, being absorbed as 
it fell, and will be of great benefit to crops. 
Conservative estimates now place the corn 
yield in this section at about half an average 
crop. 

Cedar Falls, Ia., July 28.—[Special.]—Two 
inches of rain fell here today. Three-fourths 
of the late corn crop will be saved. 


Moisture for Illinois. 

Fairbury, Ill., July 28.—[{Special.]—The' 
drought in portions of this section was 
broken by showers, which began falling this 
evening. It is estimated that the growing 
corn is damaged 70 per cent in this section, 

Woodstock, IL, July 28.—[Special. ]—A gen- 
eral rain has prevailed In this section for the 
last twenty-four hours. 

Wind Comes with Rain. 

Fargo, N. D., July 28.—A heavy rain and 
wind storm prevailed this afternoon over 
much of the State. At Tappen a church, a 
store, and some dwellings were blown down 
and the Northern Pacific depot wnroofed. 
Wires were down for some hours and the 
crops in the path of the storm were de- 
stroyed. The remnfall was 1.60 inches and 
will make it impossible for binders to be put 
in the flelds for several days. 

Orders Prayers for Rain. 

Louisville, Ky., July 28.—In all the Catholic 
churches of Louisville today an officta) notifi- 
cation from Bishop McCloskey was read or- 
dering that special prayers be added in the 
daily mass “‘ to obtain from Almighty God the 
blessing of rain.” .

Cincinnatl, O., July 28.~-Nine deaths and 
thirteen prostrations on account of heat 
were reported up to midnight. The temper- 
ature was 97° and the humidity was unusu- 
ally high. Tonight relief came from western 
winds. 

Louisville, Ky., July 28.—There were three 
deaths and twelve prostrations from heat 
here today. The maximum temperature 
was 97°. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 28.—Up to mid

WORSHIP IN LEAKY TENT. 


METHODISTS DEFY RAIN AT 
CAMP-MEBPTING. 


Over 3,000 Persons Attend Services at 
Desplaines Grounds While Down- 
pour Dampens Everything but 
Their Religious Enthusiasm~Open 
Air Exercises Go On in Spite of 
Damp Weather—All Records Broken 
for Testimonies Delivered. 


Rain dampened everything at the Des- 
plaines camp meeting yesterday except the 
religious enthusiasm of the 3,500 Methodists 
who braved the steady downpour to attend 
the last day except one of the encampment. 

The exercises were by far the most eh- 


| thusiastic of the twelve days. Umbrellas, 


rain coats, and rubbers were brought into 
play, for the tabernacle was little protection 
against the storm. Rain trickled through 
the canvas until there was not a dry seat 
in the whole tent, but the meetings went on. 

Even the open air missionary meeting was 
not abandoned. The Rev. Rockwell Clancy 
of Allahabad, India, made his plea for the 
heathen. In theafternoon nearly a thousand 
of the enthusiasts, led by Professor P. P. 
Bilhorn, the evangelist, held an open air 
meeting when the storm was at its worst. 

The services began at § in the morning, 
when the Rev. Frank Thempson conducted 
the consecration service. At 9 o’clock the 
love feast wae held in the tabernacle, the Rev. 
Cc. E. Mandeville presiding. Over 400 testi- 
monies, which breaks al! records for a single 
meeting, were given. It was no uncommon 
sight to see ten or twelve personsin different 
parts of the tent speaking at once. 

Bishop 8S. M. Merrill delivered his annual 
address at 10:30 o'clock in the forenoon. His 
subject was “Obedience to God.”” He charac- 
terized implicit obedience to the Deity as the 
highest of human virtues. 


Speaks on Chris Purity. 

The largest audience of the day was that 
which greeted the Rev. Joseph Smith in his 
services, which lasted from 2:80 to 6 o'clock. 
The canvas leaked badly, and umbrellas were 
distributed among the audience. Mr. Smith 
delivered an address on “‘ Christian Ideal of 
Purity.” 

“A common error prevalent today is the 


idea that the most heinous crime conceivable | 


is murder,’ declared Mr. Smith, “ but the 
erime of corrupting a home, of violating the 
sanctity of the household, is more terrible 
than the most dastardly murder ever com- 
mitted. For destroying the sacred virtues 
of the hearth embraces homicide. It is in 
a modified form, it is true, but the fact stands. 
Not only church people but other men of cul- 
ture and enlightenment are under the same 
delusion that their high social position justi- 
fies their infraction of the law. Notall their 
culture, not all their intelligence, not their 


' high social position prevents their falling into 


this deepest sin of blood guiltiness. It is a 
crime that encompasses ali men alike.’’ 


Revival Meeting with Features. 

The last revival meeting of the encamp- 
ment was held in the evening under the 
direction of Evangelist E. W. Potter, and 
it proved to be the greatest. Features lacking 
in the other revival meetings were present 
In this one. The Rev. J. Hadenstad of the 
Clark street mission, a deaf mute who has 
charge of Methodist work for the unfor- 
tunates of his kind in the city, delivered the 
Lord’s Prayer. Susie M. Borden, a colored 
woman from Nova Scotia, led the prayer 
at the altar with forty or fifty who came 
forward after Evangelist Potter’s address. 
Evangelist Potter spoke of the ‘“‘ omnipo- 
tence of God,” citing his wrath against the 
Egyptians as an example. eee 

Today will witness the close of the en- 
campment for the year. The Rev. E. W. 
Cleworth of the Wabash Avenue Methodist 
Episcopal Church, the Rev. Frank Gardner 
of the Garfield Boulevard Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, and the Rev. J. Dudley of the 
Oakland Methodist Episcopal Church are on 
the program for sermons. In the evening 
every one on the grounds will unite in the 
farewell exercises, after which camp will be 
broken amid the singing of “Old Desplaines.”’ 


Gospel Meetings in a Tent. 


The first of a series of night gospel meet- 
ings, which will continue for thirty days, 
took place last night in a big tent at Western 
avenue and Lubec street, under the aus- 
pices of the four leading churches of the 
vicinity. In spite of the rain, fully 800 per-

‘MILK FAMINE IN HOSPITAL 


FEVER PATIENTS GIVEN BEEF 
BROTH AT SUPPER TIME. 


Storm Sours the 
and Telephone ls to Concern 
Now Furnishing It Result First in 
Promises to Send Some, Later in Re- 
fusal—Warden Healy Angry, Talks 
of Legal Proceedings—Three Cans 
Obtained Late at Night.

- Patients in the County Hospital had to be 
Satisfied with beef broth instead of milk = 
evening, because of a milk famine in the 
stitution. As a result, Warden Healy. is at 
outs with another milk company. 

Shortly before the supper hour it was found 
that all the’ milk in the institution, forty 
gallons, had become sour during the storm. 
Warden Healy at once called up the Lake 
View office of the Kee & Chapell Dairy com- 
pany, which has supplied milk since the re- 
cent trouble with the Producers’ Pure Milk 
company, and says that he was told over the 
telephone that the milk would be delivered 


warden learned that the milk had not been 
delivered. He again called the Lake View 
office and says he was unable to get an 
answer. After anotner wait and another 
vain attempt to raise the Lake View office, 
the neighborhood in the vicinity of the hos- 
pital was scoured for milk, which was re- 
quired for typhoid fever patients. The ef- 
fort was unsuccessful. 

Warden Healy then called up the Hyde 
Park branch of the company and says that 
the person who answered the telephone said 
that ‘the milk would be started from there 
‘at once. After another half hour Warden 
Healy again called up the Hyde Park office. 
He says he was told then that the milk had 
not been started and that it would not be 
Sent last night. Mr. Healy was angry. He 
declared that it was necessary to haVe the 
milk delivered at once in order to keep alive 
the typhoid fever patients. His words, he 
Says, had no effect. 

“If I were near enough to you now,” said 
the warden, ‘‘ I would take you to the near- 
est police station. I don’t know what charge 
I would place against you, but I think that 
I could find one.’’ 


Healy to Take Some Action. 


The warden says some action will be taken, 
if possible, in regard to the refusal of the 
company to deliver the milk. 

“I do not know that the officials of the 
company were directly to blame,” he said, 
“but their employés were, and I shall hold 
the company responsible. They have agreed 
to furnish milk to the hospital, and it seems 
to me that when they have refused to deliver 
& small amount when they are requested to 
do so it is time some action was taken.” 

The Kee & Chappell cqampany has no con- 
tract to deliver milk in the hospital. Since 
the recent trouble over impure milk it has 
been purchased for god institution in the 
open market. 

Late at night three cans of milk were se- 
cured from a dealer in Campbell avenue. 
This was used for the typhold fever patients 
and was sufficient to supply them during the 
remainder of the night. 


Heat and High Humidity. 


The temperature started in the morning to 
make a record, and by 1 p. m. had reached 
the 90 mark. The humidity was 93 and the 
combination was one to be remembered. 
Then came the thunder and rain and the 
mercury was forced down, the temperature 
being 71 at 4 p.m.

BiG SHIPS READY TO RACE 


TWO HUGE SAILING VESSELS 
WILL START FOR JAPAN. 


\ 
Each Has Cargo of Over a Million Gal- 
lons of Oil and Both Have Their First 
Trip te Make—They Were Built by 
the Standard Oil Company for the 
Oriental Trade — One Was Made in 
England and — in the United 
States. 


New York, July 28.—[Special.]—The big 
bark Brilliant, the newest and largest sailing 
vessel that has ever entered this port, lies 
in the upper bay with 1,750,000 gallons of 
case oil inits hold and the British flag float- 
ing from the gaff, while ashore the shipping 
master is hustling for a crew to take the ves- 
sel to Yokohama, half way around the world. 

At the Standard Oil company’s wharf at 
Constable Hook the bark Acme, equally new 
and nearly as big, is taking aboard a trifle of 


also. The Stars:and Stripes will fly from 
the Acme’'s gaff when the tug hauls it down 
the bay a day or two In the wake of the giant 
Britisher, .for the Acme was built by the 
Sewalls in Maine. Should that 1,500,000 gal- 
lons Of oil aboard the Acme land in Yoko- 
hama pier before the million and three-quar- 
ters aboard the Brilliant there will be a fine 
to do among the sailors in this port. 


Both Will Do Their Best, 


Nobody is racing, of course, and if the men 
in the Standard Oil and the shipbuilding in- 
terests in Maine are putting up their money 
on the ship of their choice that is their look- 
out. 
‘“* We'll get there as soon as we can,” says 
the mate of the Brilliant, who is Scotch and 
canny. 
***Taint no time of year for a fast passage, 
but we'll make it soon as most folks, mebbe 
a bit sooner,’ says the mate of the Acme, 
who confesses to a little sporting blood. 
"Captain Reuben R. Lawrence of the Acme, 
who comes of the family which supplied the 
Commodore who Gommanded the frigate 
Chesapeake in its great fight long ago, and 
who himself after the battle of Manila bay 
took the whites aboard his ship in Cebu har- 
bor when the Filipinos had massacred the 
Spanish garrison, ran up the United States 
flag, and staid there looking for a scrap, is 
not saying a word. 

They are both fine ships, the first of a big 
fleet the Standard Oil company is having 
built in Maine and on the Clyde. Both are 
new; the question of cost was not allowed 
to interfere unduly in their construction, and 
therefore on the speed which each makes on 
this maiden trip of theirs to Japan hangs to 
some extent the reputation of British and 
American ship building. 

Neither has yet made atrip in cargo. The 
Brilliant came here from Glasgow in ballast 
a month ago, and made a fast trip, crossing 
the ocean in twenty-six days from the time 
it set sail off Greenock to the time they were 
taken in the Narrows. The longest voyage 
the Acme has made is from Bath to Bayonne. 

Both ships will get away within a week, a 
day or two apart, and both will take the 
ame course, the long way around by the 
Cape of Good Hope, the South Seas, and 
between Australia and New Zealand to 
Japan. There is a nearer way by the Straits 
of Sunda and the China Sea, but this is no 
time of year for it. A good passage by the 
other route would be from 120 to 140 days. 
There may be a new record when these ships 
are reported from Yokohama. 


Dimensions of the Two Boats. 


The Brilliant is 375 feet long, 51 feet beam, 
and 3,600 tons net. The only larger sailing 
craft afloat is the German bark Potosi, which 
has never entered New York harbor. 

The Acme is 335 feet long, 50 feet beam, 
and about 3,000 tons net. The Brilliant car- 
ries a company of forty hands, all told; the 
Acme a crew of thirty-three. Captain Cow- 
linshaw hails from Bristol port and Cap-

PIN MONEY ON A STATUE. 


ITALIANS CELEBRATE FEAST AT 
MELROSE PARK. 


Annual Réeligious Demonstration and 
Picnic Draws Theusands to Suburb— 
Devout Church Members Donate 

- $2,000 While Figure of Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel Is Carried in Proces- 
sion—Heavy Rain Interferes, but 
Does Not Stop Celebration. 


Two thousand dollars in bills were pinned 
to the rich draperies of the statue of Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel yesterday by Italians 
while celebrating their greatest religious 
feast of the year at Melrose Park. The dona- 
tions ranged from $1 to $50 bills, and their 
total, added to the money realized from other 
sources supplied by the picnic, will be de- 
voted to the construction of a new Italian 
church. 

It was a gala day for the Italians, which 
few failed to observe. Beginning on Satur- 
day night, they began to gather at Melrose 
Park, and by 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
4,000 Italians had aiSsembled at the depot 
ready to take part in the procession to the 
Italian church, at Lake street and Twenty- 
fifth avenue. Three bands led the proces- 
sion. Then came Father “‘Tom”’’ Mores- 
chini of the Assumption Church, Chicago, 
dressed in his richest priestly garments and 
bearing the sacraments. He was assisted 
by several! Chicago Italian clergymen. 

Close behind the clergymen came eight 
Italian laymen, bearing the statue of Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel. This statue was 
purchased in Italy eight years ago by the 
Italian societies of Chicago at a cost of $500. 
It has been borne during the eight years the 
Italians have had their annual picnic and 
pilgrimage at Melrose Park. 

In the afternoon the Italians formedin line 
at the church and marched to the depot and 
back to the church again. By this time the 
number in the line of march was fully 7,000. 
There were men and women of all grades 
of social life in the procession, and, although 
the heavy rain that fell at 3:30 o'clock wet 
many of them to the skin, it did not lessen 
their zeal. 

Large tents were erected, in which games 
were played which only the Italians under- 
stand and which only the Italians can play. 
A wheel of fortune, turned by a monkey, 
seemed to catch the eye of many.

OLD-TIME BROKER IS 


“ Nat” Neeld, Once a Leader on the 
Board, Succumbs —Interment 
Cincinnati. 


Nathan Milton Neeld, who died last Sat- 
urday morning, was one of the leading figures 
on tHe Chicago Board of Trade fifteen years 
ago. He was one of the old guard of op- 
éerators with S. A. Kent, B. P. Hutchinson, 
and others of that class. He died at the 
residence of his brother, Isaac N. Neeld, 
5087 Lake avenue. The body was taken to 
Indianapolis, and the funeral was held there 
at 9 o’clock yesterday morning. 

The death of “‘ Nat’’ Neeld recalls one of 
the sad chapters in Board of Trade life. 
While in his prime Mr. Neeld came to Chi- 
cago and entered the packing business. He 
was the head of the Furguson Packing com- 
pany, and the concern soon became one of 
the most successful in the city. Almost 
without warning it failed fifteen years ago, 
and creditors lost over $500,000 in the crash. 
The cause was held to be due to overhy- 
pothecation of provisions and the lack of 
method in accounting for real assets of that 
kind. Out of the failure grew the present 
system of provision registration in use on 
the board. 

The failure is said to have broken the heart 
of Mr. Neeld, and certain it is that it broke 
his business spirit. Soon after the crash he 
left Chicago, and not until three days before 
his death did he return to the scene of his 
unfortunate undertaking. He resided in St. 
Louis, and was not actively engaged in any 
kind of business recently. 

Mr. Neeld was born in Bloomington, Ind., 
sixty-one years ago. When 38 years of 
age he moved to Chicago, and his business 
life in this city dated from that time. He 
had been suffering from a liver complaint, 
and, to escape the intense heat In St. Louls, 
he made the trip to Chicago, accompanied. 
by his wife. They arrived on Thursday, but 
Mr. Neeld became worse and died two days 
later. He left a widow but no children.

TRE BUSINESS SITUATION. 
Hot weather and crop damage reports 


last -week, causing lower prices for most 
securities, limiting trading, and affecting all 
commercial! lines of business to a greater or 
lesser degree. While the situation is. re- 


lieved that the reports of crop damage in 
Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, Okla- 
homa, and Texas have beén greatly exag- 
gerated. Estimates so far, made indicate a 
decided shrinkage in the yield of corn this 
year, but this is in a measure made up to 
the farmer by higher prices for his grain. 

The full extent of the damage to crops is 
not yet knowh and the uncertainty is still 
to be removed. , Definite information is 
anxjously awaited throughout the country. 
Good soaking rains in the West would ma- 
terially arrest deterioration and would en- 
able the farmers to plant fodder crops, thus 
minimizing in a measure the damage to 
corn. It is recognized that the farmers are 
now financially strong, having prospered of 
late years beyond precedent, and hence are 
easily able to withstand losses that a few 
years ago would have meant ruin and bank- 
ruptcy. 

The steel strike is believed to have been 


. gradually working to an end for several 
| days. 


It is confidently expected that it will 
be declared off soon and the great steel 
mills and plants resume operations, Pri- 
vate advices to this effect were received by 
_prominent Chicago brokers three days ago 
and were the cause of heavy buying for 
their customers on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. Steel stocks at the same time re- 
flected the strength and improvement that 
came with the report that the strike was a 
failure? The buying of steel stocks under 
heavy demand had a good sentimental in- 
fluence and steadied the market. The posi- 
tion of the coal stocks is particularly strong, 
while those of the granger roads have been, 
as a rule, correspondingly weak. The gen- 
eral trade situation is most favorable, and 
the termination of tle steel strike and a 
break in the drought in the West will stim- 
ulate broader activity in nearly alldines. 
The earnings of a large majority of the 
railroads throughout the’ country for the 
first three weeks in July show material in- 
creases and gains over the corresponding 
period a year ago. There is a shortage of 
freight cars for moving the immense wheat 
crop, and the granger lines have about all 
they can do, The “:community of inter- 
est” agreement of Western roads to stop 
rate cutting on freights was jarred during 
the week by a report that one of the princi- 
pal roads was cutting under the tariff. For

HORTICULTURAL ROMANCES. 

There are two famous Elizabeths who are 

responsible for two kinds of literary com- 
position that seems in danger of being run 
into the ground, though, as one of these per- 
tains to gardening, of course it is natural 
that this should be the ‘case. The Eliza- 
beth who went visiting set the example for 
a kind of correspondence much admired by 
a certain class of readers, and the Eliza- 
beth who went into her German garden 
was the author and forerunner of a style of 
nature study that has been both imitated 
_ Articles upon flowers and gardening are 
a noticeable feature of midsummer litera- 
ture, and the private affairs of poppies, the 
loves of larkspurs are considered as legiti- 
mate themes for the literary artist. ‘“ Con- 
tent in a Garden,” by Mrs. Candance 
Wheeler, is one of the popular new books 
of this class. “ My Garden,” by Anna Lea 
Merritt, is one of the leading articles in 
the July Century, and John Burroughs and 
Richard Le Gallienne contribute delightful 
articles about the country to the August 
number of Harper’s. Writing of a contem- 
plated rose garden, Le Gallienne declares: 
“Tt will be like growing beautiful words, 
publishing little books of rose leaves.” . But 
few gardeners are content with rose books, 
and when they lay down the hoe it is to 
take up the pen, to show the world what 
charming human attributes flowers possess 
and to reveal startling analogies between 
blossoms and: individuals. For instance, 
Mr. Burroughs begins his article by a de- 
nial of the daisy’s right to personify August: 
“The daisy is in her girlhood and maiden- 
hood in June; she becomes matronly early in 
July—tfat, faded, prosaic—and by or before 
August she is practically defunct.” 

This is a wholesome form of literature, 
and, though it may not commend itself to 
those who prefer the delineation of human 
passions to those of floral passions, still the 
fact that so many such articles are published 
proves that they are growing in popularity. 


BAD FOR GERMAN MANUFACTURERS. 
The tariff schedules which have been pre- 
pared for submission to the Reichstag in- 
crease the duties on nearly all foodstu'fs 
and on some manufactured goods. Certain 
kinds of American machinery are evidently 
in the black books of the author of the sched- 
ules. 
. These proposed duties will have the 
hearty support of the producers of German 
foodstuffs. The rye and wheat harvests 
will not be good this year. Higher duties 
will enable the farmers to charge more for 
what they save, and thus recover a part of 
their losses. Some manufacturers who are 
beginning to feel the pressure of American 
competition in the home market will wel- 
come @ measure designed to keep out com- 
peting goods. Many manufacturers and all 
the workiugmen and the middle classes will 
oppose legislation designed to make food 
dearer, 
It is not certain that the Reichstag will 
accept these schedules. If it dies the con- 
sumption in Germany of some American 
products will be decreased, but the ability 
of Germany to compete with the United 
States in neutral markets will be decreased 
also, and Germany, not the United States, 
will be the loser in theend. Cheap food and 
eheap fuel are the essentials of industrial 
suecess nowadays. If it were possible for 
Germany so to encourage agriculture by 
prohibitive duties as to secure an adequate 
supply of cheap food produced at home, 
then these higher duties would be the means

MR, EDMUNDS GRUMBLES GENTLY. 

George F. Edmunds disapproves of the 
more important Supreme Court decision in 
the insular cases in an article in.the August 
number of the North American Review. He 
is especially inclined to shake his head over 
the “graye consequences that may flow” 
from the Downes case, which established 
the right of Congress to impose a different 
schedule of tariff duties in Porto Rico from 
that existing in the States of the union. The 
Senator is half disposed to take a gloomy 
view of a law that makes the Territories 
and dependencies a part of the United 
States, while it denies the citizens thereof 
some of the “ protections of the constitu- 
tion against unbridled power.” 
- Mr. Edmunds hints at the possibility that 
‘the court may at some future time reverse 
itself, but apparently he himself is not clear 
as to any way in which this might be done 
in accordance with. sound and practical 
public policy. His state of mind seems tv 
be simply one of mild dissatisfaction witb 
the inevitable. He would not give up the 
islands, nor does he advocate intrusting all 
our delicate machinery of self-government 
to people unfit to handle it. 

Mr. Edmunds finally gets around to a 
hopeful view of the situation, He decides 
that he will not despair of the republic. He 


4-sensibly falls back upon the solid ground of 


faith in the wisdom and justice of Congress 
and the American people. He sees that it 
is possible “to protect and guide the peo- 
ple of the ‘appurtenant’ Territories in ac- 
cordance with the letter and spirit.of the 
constitution.” This is exactly what the 
masses of the American people have felt 
from the beginning. They have had none of 
the misgivings which have troubled Mr, 
Edmunds, They have seen that the diiB- 
culties and dangers of a possible “ tyranny ” 
would be avoided by placing our relations 
with the insular possessions upon a footing 
of friendly assistance and guidance in self- 
government. Mr. Edmunds may well de- 
cide that he can afford to ignore the clouds of 
which he speaks so long as events continue 
to move on as satisfactorily as they have 
been moving. A year hence he will be eveu 
more reconciled to the inevitable than he is 
now. 


- REFORMING THE CONSTABLES. 

The lawyer for one of the constables who 
has lately been shown up in the courts says 
the public has a prejudice against all con- 
stables. He regrets it, for he says many 
of them are upright men. Undoubtedly the 
majority of the Chicago constables, except 
for the fact that they will not refrain from 
charging fees higher than the law allows, 
are tolerably decent fellows, who da the 
disagreeable works they are often called on 
to do with some regard for humanity and 
the law. But as “ dead flies cause the oiht- 
ment of the apothecary to send forth a 
stinking savor,” so the misdeeds of a few 
aggressively bad men have ruined the repu-; 
tation of the Chicago constables as a whole. 
Everybody says there is no good in them. 

How are the bad constables to be gotten 
rid of? The constitution says these officers 
must be elected. Therefore remarks to the 
effect that appointment should be substi- 
tuted for election are not to the purpose. 
It has been suggested that greater care be 
exercised by the political conventions in 
nominating constables, and that perhaps it 
will be a good idea to leave the selection of 
nominees to Central committees. Conven- 
tions will continue to nominate some bad 
men, and under the primary elections law 
the choice of nominees cannot be taken 
away from them, | 

The best kind of work that can be done 
for the betterment of the constabulary sys- 
tem is being done now. That work consists 
in the indictment and trial.af constables 
who have broken the laws. There is no 
grand jury which will fail to indict one of 
these offenders when it is furnished evi- 
dence. Juries are ready to convict and 
Judges are ready to do what they can to 
punish these transgressors, Constables 
have so few friends that they cannot escape 
justice when a serious effort is made to 
bring them to justice. 

If any organization were to make it its 
business to collect evidence against consta- 
bles who collect excessive fees or violate 
the law in other ways and lay that evi- 
dence before the proper parties it would 
not be long before there was a change for 


these humble but necessary officers. 


THE BILLBOARD SUITS. 

On July 9, 1900, an ordinance was passed 
forbidding billboards in the city above ten 
feet in height, or of more than 100 square 
feet in area, or nearer than twenty-five feet 
to the treet, or closer than five feet to each 
other. Such boards, too, if containing more 
than twelve feet in area, were required to 
be made of incombustible materials, and 
they were forbidden on boulevards alto- 
gether and on, residence streets except on 
written consent of three-fourths of the resi- 
dents of the block on which erected. On 
Jan. 21 last an ordinance was also passed 
forbidding all signboards “ exceeding three 
feet square” “ within 200 feet of any park, 
park boulevard, or driveway.” 

Suits were, begun to enjoin the enforce- 
ment of both ordinances, and pending the 
determination of the merits of the issues the 
city consented to suspend enforcement. 
“Both cases. were referred to the same Mas- 
ter in Chancery, the testimony in the last 
of the two was finished on Wednesday, the 
arguments of counsel will be heard next 
week, and findings will then be in order. 
This recital will explain why these two 
ordinances, whose passage was accom- 
panied with much public comment and ap- 
proval, have thus far been followed by nou 
change in actual conditions. 
The first of these ordinances is chiefly 
based, at least ostensibly, upon considera- 
tions of public security against fire and 
accident from combustible or poorly con- 
structed signboards, The second ordinance 
is based chiefly upon esthetic considerations, 
‘although it is also supported on grounds 
of public health. Billboards are alleged 
to be an unwarranted impairment of the 
publie right in the esthetic character of the 
parks and boulevards, and it is also urged 
that the proper recuperative value of the 
parks, especially in the case of cony 
cing or delicate people, is interfered with 
by advertising suggestions of diseases. 
Many signs, too, are claimed to be seriously 
irritating. to ordinary people by their in-

He does not return stock he may 
own in any Illinols corporation, because the 
law provides that whatever taxes are paid 
on account of capital stock shall be collected 
directly from the corporation. It is true 
that in many instances corporations do not 
pay taxes enough, but that is not the fault 
of the law. So a Chicagoan may own sev- 
eral million dollars’ worth of bank and 
stréet railroad stock, and yet be able hon- 
estly to report ohly a few thousand dollars’ 
worth of property for taxation. It is neces-

“You want something that is one great 
ioe replied the clerk with a bow and a 
smile and a motion for the visitor to take a 
chair. 

“Yes, I suppose it is a luxury,’’ replied 
the man, who seemed a little puzzied. “It 
is my wife that wants the cook and she 
usually wants luxuries.”’ 

‘* A business-man telephoned here the other 
day and wanted us to send him a Japanese 
office boy,” said one of the clerks after the 
disappointed cook seeker had left. 

“What do you suppose he wanted a Jap- 
anese for?’ asked a visitor. ‘‘ He would not 
be able to speak English well. enough to keep

him out of trouble and might make a!! sorts 
of mistakes.”’ 

“ But if he could speak the English the 
Japanese boy would make the finest kind of 
office boy,” replied the clerk. “ He would 
be most honorable. He would not steal. He 
would obey every order that was given him. 
He would never be'late in the morning. He 
would not try to know all about his master’s 
business.”’ 

“Did you send him such a boy?’ 
asked. 

‘We have no Japanese boys here who are 
young @nough to be offiée boys. They are 
all back in Japan.”’ 

The qualities which the mythical! office boy 
is accredited with in the foregoing are those 
which make the Japanese so much in demand 
for valeéts and cteks. A number of them are 
employed as valets by well known men, who 
are always singing their praises. Other men 
want Japanese boys and simply cannot get 
them. 

The Japanese valet never has to be told 
twice how to doathing. His object in com- 
ing to America is to learn the right way of 
doing things. He would never think of talk- 
ing about his master’s affairs to another serv- 
ant, and no amount of tipping will enable 
a stranger to get any information out of him. 
He would not think of going out in his mas- 
ter’s clothes, as French and English valets 
often do. Even wine decanters and cigar 
boxes do not tempt him. He is careful 
about the small things, the doing of which 
makes a servant valuable as soon as he 
learns what they are. ‘ 

The wages which Japanese valets demand 
vary from $20.00 to $50.00 a month. A boy 
who knows but little English will work for 
$5.00 a week, but he will insist on an inctease 
as his knowledge and command of 
the language grow. It will grow rap- 
idly, too, for they learn quickly. A boy who 
is well up In English and who can writea 
little-will hardly work for less than $35.00 a 
month. 

Americans Nave been a long time learning 
the value of Japanese cooks. At first they 
were employed only on yachts, where they 
are still much in demand. They demon- 
strated their worth on the yachts, where 
cooks laber under a disadvantage, and now 
they are wanted in shore kitchens. They 
are willing to learn to make any new dish 
which the housewife may care for. They 
cannot learn out of the cock books, but must 
be shown just how to doit. Japanese cooks 
command from $35.00 to $50.00 a month. 

It is not likely that the shortage of servants 
will be lessened by an inrush of Japanese.

EASTERN YACHTSMEN COMPETE 
_ FOR THE TROPHIES TODAY. 


They Are the Most ‘Coveted of the Prizes 

Hung Up for Sailing Boats in the 

' East and the Winners of Them Are 

Hailed as Champions in Their 

Classes—Constitution and Columbia 

_ to Take Part —Independence Will 
‘Sail Over the Course. 


Newport, R. IL. July 28.—(Special.]—The 
Astor cups will be for tomorrow, and 
fer the handsome trophies three schooners 
and. fourteen single-masted vessels and 
yawis may start. These trophies are the 
most coveted of all raced for during the 
yachting season, and to win an Astor cup 
stamps the yacht as the champion. 

This year Colonel Astor has made a change. 
The cup for single-masted vessels is worth 
$1,000 and that for schooners $500. 

The race will be started off Brenton’s Reef 
light vessel at 11 o’clock, and the Regatta 
committee will be the guests of Colonel As- 
tor on the steam yacht Nourmahal. The 
single-masted vessels will be sent off first 
and five minutes later the start for schoon- 
ers will be made. Two courses are mapped 
out for the races, and the one selected will 
be signaled just before the start. Each is 
thirty-eight miles in length. 
Columbia and Constitution are the most 
prominent of the entries among the single 
vessels. 

ortly after colors this morning tke sig- 
nals G. and G. Q. were run up on thé stay of 
the’ flagship Corona. This was an order for 
the yachts in the fleet to dress ship at 9 
o'clock. At that hour the boatswain’s whistles 
were heard thrvughout the fleet and the many 
colored flags were run up arid soon every boat 
tn the harbor was decorated with flags that 
gave the harbor a kaleidoscopic effect. The 
flags stood out in the strong breeze, and the 
scene Was attractive. Constitution had a 
string of signal flags that stretched from the 
masthead to the end of the boom. Columbia 
strung the flags from the bowsprit end up 
over the masthead to the end of the boom. 
Independence was also decorated. It had 
an American yacht ensign under the hull, 
usetts club signal at the masthead, 
and strings of flags from its topmast head 
to the deck and down the quarter lefts.

During the cruise 
Constitution has won three times. In the 
race for the commodore’s cup in a fresh sail- 
ing breeze Constitution beat Columbia by 
three minutes twenty-four seconds. This 
course was twenty-one miles and eleven 
miles of it were before the wind. Constitu- 
tiom made all its gain except a few seconds 
on this leg, but it had to be favored on the 
third leg, which was a reach, because two 
strands of its bob-stay parted.

and 841,000 a year ago. Total for the year 
so far, 14,290,000, against 13,611,000 a year 
ago, and 18,825,000 two years ago. 
Cattle—Considering the fact that receipts at 
Chicago last week were the largest in about 
seven years, and that the combined receipts 
at all Western markets the largest on re- 
ord, it was no wonder prices ruled lower. At 
Chicago beef cattle closed lower than 
a week ago. In the West prices declined 
even more, and Kansas City, Omaha, and 
other markets were compelled to send a good 
many to Chicago to be disposed of, the out- 
side markets being glutted.

Joseph received about 205,000 cattle during 
the week, or 86,000 more than a year ago and 
100,000 more than the correspending week of 
1890. Dealers are undecided about what to 
expect in the/near future, but with continued 
dry and hot weather receipts are apt to be 
large, which would cause a still further 
break in prices. Beef cattle sold here last 
week at $3.60@6.20, bulk at $4.50@5.55. Texas 
steers sold at $3.50G@4.80, bulk at $4.00@4.40; 
native cows and heifers declined 10@20c for 
the common ones, with good stock about the 
same as a week ago. Stockers and feeders 
declined 15@30c during the week.

PRICES FAIL TO REFLECT CHANGE 
IN CORN OUTLOOK. 


Sharp Break After Feverish Rise and 
Seattered Rains Check Speculation, 
but Crop Promise Believed to Be 
Seriously Lewered — Investors in 
‘Stecks Holding Of te Learn Extent 
of Crop Fatilure—Ne Life in Whele- 
sale Trade Situation. 


Not only in, the grain trade, but on the 
stock market as well, the chief motive of 
the week was the Western drought and the 
fate of the corn crop, and the weather 
map, with its daily report of scattering 
rains, was never long out of the specula- 
tor’s and investor's mind. 

The week ended with professional crop 
experts and trade leaders almost unanimous 
in the opinion that there had been further 
steady deterioration in the corn crop dur- 
ing the seven-day period, and that there 
was no longer any possibility of securing 
more than 1,500,000,000 bu, or barely three- 
quarters of a crop, with the most favora- 
ble tonditions possibly prevailing for the 
future. In other words, a general and 
profuse downfall of rain. The loss in 
promise during the week was put at 100,- 
000,000 bu and over, but the comparative 
prices in the market showed no apprecia- 
tion of such a change in condition, these 
gains in closing quotations over those of 
the previous Saturday being expressed ip 
fractions ef a cent. 

This apparent indifference was the result 
of scattered-showers in different sections 
of the corn belt through the week, more 
potent in their implied premise of more gen- 
eral relief than in actual benefits. There 
had been also an excited advance of 5c on 
Monday, September corn going to 59%c and 
Mey to 62%c, because of two days of flerce 
heat and drought without paraliel over the 
West, and reports of consequent havoc to 
the feeble crop. The advance was feverish 
rather than healthy, and was followed the 
next day by a sharp reaction of over 5c ona 
few light showers and what looked like Wall 
street manipulation of foreign markets on 
exaggerated reports ef the extent of those 


, Buyers Become More Timid. 


While the area of territory affected by the 
drought kept extending, the break had made 
buyers timid, and with the infrequent show- 
ers gave pause for more serious reflection 
on the question to what extent the high 
price discounted the probable reduction in 
the yield. The rapid marketing of hogs in 
the West and the decreage in the export de- 
mand are two factors bound to decrease the 
consumption of corn. Greater economy in 
feeding and the substitution of other feed 
where fodder crops have not suffered equally 


from the drought, or of wheat in the South- 


west, would still further bridge the gap be- 
tween the demand and the supply. What 
price for corn will adjust the balance is an 
intricate problem, which will have to be 
thrashed out a good many times on the 
farm and in the speculative pits before it 
can be settled finally. 

Reporte differ as to the possibility of re- 
cuperation from subsequent rains where the 
drought has not been broken and as to the 
amount of benefits received where showers 
have fallen. Some experts have more dif- 
ficulty. than others in forecasting the exact 
yield, as instanced by the following expres- 
sion in the Nebraska Farmer of July 25: 

“The corn is dark green, but it has the 
appearance of having gone out of business 
two weeks ago—it is making no growt 
On July 18-19 the claim was being generally 
put forth that with immediate rain and 
wenty of it this corn would make 60 te 75 
per cent of a crop. Such estimate might be 
conservative. It was, at least, in evidence 
that few fields had put forth bloom, and 
none were dried up. If this corn, which 
appears to be at a standstill in growth and 
is quite small for the time of year, is capable 
of putting forth vigorous growth in case of 
rain there was every reason for the opinions 
summarized above, and we only regret that 
we cannot report the devoutly hoped for 
rainfall.’’ 

The writer apparently had not much con- 
fidence in the possibility of vigorous growth, 
and the fact that the rainfall through the 
Western corn belt from March 1 to July 15 
was less than 50 per cent of normal might 
justify such lack or confidence. 


Wheat Reacts with Corn. 


There was a sharp upturn in wheat on 
Monday of nearly 5c, the result of the sensa- 
tional advance in corn and the fear that the 
high temperature, then apparently spread- 
ing over the Northwest, might prove disas- 
trous to the spring wheat in milk. The ad- 
vance was nearly all lost in an irregular 
decline on improved weather in the North- 
west and the reaction in corn. While clear- 
ances of wheat and flour continue heavy, for- 
eigners are not sufficiently zealous buyers of 
new crop futures on the advances to sustain 
a bull movement. The prospect of a 700,000,- 
000 bu crop and of a large movement to mar- 
ket in the Northwest are weights on prices. 
On the other hand, there are short crops in 
France, Germany, and England, and: the 
fortune of the corn crop in the Southwest 
has already resulted in the feeding of wheat 
on a large scale, and much of the surplus 
may be used in that manner. There are, at 
least, two sides to the market.

Weather and Crops Affect Stock Market. 


The stock market situation shows little 
change. It is still dominated by the condi- 
tion and outlook for the crops, which seldom 
have been so uncertain as at present. This 
overshadows all the bullish factors sur- 
rounding the market, such as the present 
satisfactory state of general trade, large 
railroad earnings, and continued easy 
money. The largest financial interests and 
capitalists of Wall street are not paying 
any particular attention to matters out- 
side of the crops, and, judging from the 
character of the business and the amount 
transacted on the New York Stock Exchange 
on Friday and Saturday, it is quite apparent 
that outsiders and the general public are 
doing the same thing and everybody now 
realizes the critical condition of affairs in 
the West. The damage done so far has been 
so vast that those who know anything about 
the crop situation and the effect of a crop 
failure om the railroads aré not now buying 
stocks in any quantity even at these reduced 
prices, but are rather inclined to liquidate 
their holdings on any advance. 

American Can issues lead in the trading 
on the Chicago Stock Exchange during the 
entire week. Hnprovement in steel stocks 
in the East and reports that the American 
Can company practically controlled the mar- 
ket gave considerable strength to the stock. 
Can common closed at 24%, against 23% a 
week ago, while preferred was strong at 75%, 
against 74% at Saturday’s close a week ago. 
National Biscuit common was % poinvhigher, 
while the preferred was steady at 100%. 
United States Steel was in demand at the 
close of the week at 43 and 43%, closing 
at 44.

Trade Lines Less Active. 


The regular season of “ midsummer in- 
activity’ appears to be having its usual 
effect on most of the wholesale trade lines.

It is 
simply a case of the country as a whole not 
buying so many goods. The demands on 
the retailer, especially in °the agricultural 
sections, are materially less, as they always 
are during the midsummer months,and as 
a consequence he is drawing less largely on 
the jobber and wholesaler. As a whole, the 
opinion of the merchant class is that con- 
sumers in the Northwest and Southwest are 
going to feel poor this winter, though, asa 
matter of fact, they may not be. As a class 
the farmers will be quicker to realize the 
fact of a short crop rather than a price for 
the remainder so high that the loss has been 
made up to them. It being the Northwest 
and Southwest that buy the goods of various 
kinds In this market a good deal depends on 
the light in which the matter of crop damage 
will be viewed by the consuming class. 

The local situation is not particularly af- 
fected by labor troubles, here or elsewhere. 
Demand for structural iron continues good 
and prices are well maintained. 

Fair activity in building lines.is creating 
a good demand for lumber and small hard- 
ware.

ARGUES FOR THE TENANT. 


W. M. Emmart Replies to Property- 
_. Qwner’s Letter in Garbage Can 
et Controversy. 


‘Chicago, July 27.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Your correspondent, Mr. Baldwin, falis into 
a common efror—that is, he compares condi- 
tions by conditions rather than go to the 
source from which conditions spring. What 
“all the Eastern cities ’’ do as related to the 
question at issue depends solely on what the 
law in those cities requires, and hardly two 
are alike. 

The law of Chicago on the garbage question 
requires the owner of.the building to furnish 
the cans. Yet in face of this well-defined 
duty Mr. Baldwin says the owner of the prop- 
erty has nothing .to do with the matter. If 
Mr. Baldwin will study the ‘laws of Chicago 
he will find that ‘Miss Chicago has a will as 
to what shall be done to make her’a credit 
to the world, and that she doesn’t follow in 
the wake of Other cities. . 

Now, Miss, Chicago has taken it into her 
head to beaatify*herself, and to this end has 
passed laws; Whatever others may think, 
she has decided: that metal cans are more in 
the line of art than boxes, barrels, etc., and 
has decided to abandon the old village ways 
still held by Bastern cities. It may be she 
is flirting with the can trust, or it may really 
be the. fashion in art, but, be that as it may, 
Chicago has a laws making the owners 
of property provide for: her the artistic gar- 
ments and decorate her skirts with metal 
prea instead of the-barrels, etc., of ye olden 

me, 

Miss Chicago's dressmakers in Englewood 
started into make her beautiful, coon they 
found the owner or agent lived out of.the 
regular beats of her police,.and that if she 
tried to forcé them by warrants it would take 
all her policeaway from home, and she would 
have no one to watch “ blind pigs "’ and other 
wild animals which, in the absence of watch- 
ers, might destroy what beauty there was, 
and besides it might work her police too 
hard. So to save trouble they devised a plan 
| —and the one who originated it should have 

it patented. This plan was to deliver notices 
to all Occupants of buildings stating that if 
in live days metal cans were not strung out 
in an ornamental row along Chicago's skirts 
there would be arrests and fines. 
| This notice distressed numbers of ladies 
} and; compelied them to hustle and get cans, 
causing them nv end of trouble and a great 
outlay. of time and cash. This I thought de- 
cidediy unjust. It placed a burden where 
it did mot belong and placed the owner of 
preperty in a positidn to contest and avoid 
a duty intended primarily for him. 

The tenant was not advised he could 
collect the bill from the landlord, and it is 


mot. If the property-owner should pay for 
the can, why should the tenant be coni- 
pelled to go to the trouble of a suit at law 
Just tO save the police the trouble of reach- 
ing the owner? If it is not just to expect 
the owner to buy the cans for fear they may 
be stolen or destroyed, and he would have 
to replace them, it is equally unjust to com- 
pel the tenant to do so. If the cans are de- 
Stroyed or made unfit for use by a suc- 
ceeding tenant it will be the fault of the 
garbage men, and the tenant cannot be held 
responsible. 
I @m not making a test case, as has been 
Stated. The matter is settled, so far as I 
am personally concerned. I can only fol- 
low the instructions of Justice D and 
pass the cost up to the owner. It is for him 
to make a test case if-he desires. It was 
the justice who said: “It is the landlord’s 
duty to provide a place for garbage, etc., 
as much as a place for coal.” I suppose 
he knows.

ALL RELIGION ONE. 


James Gorton Preaches in St. Paul's 
Universalist Church on Small Sig- 
nificance of Creed. 


°** The Unity of Religion” was the theme 
of the Rev. James Gorton yesterday in Bt. 
Paul's Universalist Church. 

“ Let it be noted,” he said, “ not the unity 
of religions, but the unity of religion, is the 
theme: There has evér been and there ever 
will be but one religion. The text (Jamesi., 
27) is the only place in the Bible where re- 
ligion is defined. It says nothing about be- 
lief, church, sect, creed, conversion, or pro- 
fession—not even about belief tn God. It 
makes religion purely a matter of right 
character and right conduct. Whosoever 
displays these, whether in or out of the 
church, has genuine religion and is a loyal 
child of God. 

“Church membership, sect, creed, profes- 
sion, ceremonial observance, are not relig- 
ion nor any part of religion. Even truth it- 
self is no part of religion. All these things 
at their best are but instruments of religion. 
Religion is an end. 

“ Religion may be variously defined. It 
ie the life of God in the soul of man. It Is 
love of God and love of man. It is right 
character and right conduct. It is manhood. 
It is the Normal action, and best 
of all the powers and faculties of man. 

“It follows from these definitions that 
there can be but one religion. The religion of 
Protestant and Catholic, Mohammedan and 
Buddhist, Methodist, Unitarian, Baptist, 
Universalist, Presbyterian, are one and the 
game so far as they are religion at all. 

. * We are learning to put the emphasis on 
the right place—on what a man is and not 
on what he believes. What istheresult? In 
other times we hated, persecuted, tortured, 

killed many of earth's best and noblest—not 
because they were not good and true, not be- 
cause they were not religious, God fearing, 
man loving men, but because they did not 
believe right or belong to the right church: 

ve Ww Sekwe come to realize that there is but 
one religion—the unity of all genuine relig- 
ions—we shall change the emphasis and put 
it where Jesus put it.
